He 
worked in the adjoining barns, which 
Were used jointly by the old man and 
his, sons with Harry. When they 
stopped at 7 o’clock Seth went to his 
home and Harry went into the house. 

At 8 o’clock Saturday morning Seth 
went to the pump outside his father’s 
house and drew ao pail of water. He 
says that he noticed smoke coming 
from’ the chimneys at either end of 
wie house and concluded that those 
within had arisen, There were no 
marks of footprints to door or window 
that he could sec at the east end of 
house, which is that toward his 
own. He went back to hia own house 
and did not see the other again until] 
his cousin Peter Vansickle came rush- 
ing into his kitchen shortly after 11 
o’clock crying, ‘‘Come, father's house 
is burning and they are all inside.” 

It appears that the first to notice 
the fire were Bert and Peter, nephews 
of old Philip Vansickle, who live im- 
mediately west of the homestead on 
opposite sides of the road. Bert with 
his son Stanley were at work in their 
barn when they noticed amoke issuing 
from the window sashes of the old 
man’s house. The father sent Stanley 
to sce what was the matter, but be- 
fore he returned his father saw a little 
tongue of flame lick out upon the 
verandah which ran along the front 
of the house. This would be about 11 
o'clock. Bert dashed across the rond , 
and told his brother Peter and then ! 
ran for the burning house.

Where the Blame Lies,

Liberal newspapers are engloavor- 
ing to take what solace they can out 
of the fact that Mr. Brodeur, Minis- 
ter of the Marine Department. afti- 
cials of which huve received such 
censure, has escaped the condemna- 
tion which his deputies received. Fhat 
is poor consolation and the very fact 
that Judge Cassels appears to. have 
been so studiously careful in his re- 
ferences toe the Minister ought 
make theses apologists 
think a littl. 

fis worst critics nevor imagined 
that the head of the Marine Depart- 
ment had profited by the stealings 
which have been so long going on in 
this branch of the public service. 
But the Minister who allows this 
sort of thing to go on unpunislind 
for years, knowjng that things are 
not what they should be, cannot be 
held blameless on the plea of ignor- 
ance. Time and time again Hon. 
Mr.. Brodeur’s attention was called 
to irregularities in the accounts pass- 
ed in his department, the Auditor- 
General being the complainant. 

It was carly in the year 1906 that 
Hon. Mr. Brodeur became Minister 
of Marine and Fisheries, and the re- 
port of the Auditor-General of Can- 
ada that year contained over thirty 
printed pages of correspondence cov- 
ering these criticized expenditures 
and the unsatisfactory replics given 
concerning them. 

In these complaints 
was told of excessive prices being 
paid and uncertified accounts pre- 
sented for supplies purchased for the 
steamer Canada: his attention was 
called to the fact thet, in another 
case, pay lists for labor, aggregating 
over $25,000, had not been receipted 
for by the Inoorers to whom the 
money Was alleged to have been paid. 
In still another case it was stated 
that while the charter of th: steamer 
Neptune, at $4500 per month, pro- 
¥ided that the charter should cover 
pay and kecp of officers and crew, 
the Government had been charged in 
nddition for fruit, cattle, sheep, ale, 
Wine and cigars used in the Vessel. 
A number of letters from the Auditog- 
General were devoted to the Archer 
coal case, in which, it will be remem- 
bered, Agent Gregory sold Govern- 
ment coal, alleged to have been dam- 
aged, to Archer and Co. at §2.25 per 
ton, which Archers were afterwards 
able io sell at $3.50 to $4.50. 

During the followiny year the Aud. 
itor-General continurd to call atten- 
tion to irregularities and suspicious 
circumstances connected with the 
departmental expenditure. In parti. 
cular, on March 7, attention was 
called to the fact that F. X. Drolet— 
the man who it is known paid be 
tween nine and ten thousand dollars 
to departmental officials in one year 
—had received $11,183.40 on account 
of the Government jze-breaker Mont- 
calm <lone, without having to ten- 
der for the work done. 

In view of the continued reminders 
from the-Anditor-General, the Minis- 
ter must have known’ that there was 
something seriously wrong with’ some 
of his officials and the contractors. 
As the head of his department it was 
the Minister's duty to have put a 
stop to this sort of thing. As he did 
not it is hard to sec how he can be 
relicved of responsibility oy the same 
reasoning which holds 
responsible. 

Hon. Me. Grodeur had the power 
to stop the steatings, which were ime 
plied in the Auditor-General’s com- 
plaints to him. That he did not do 
so shows a state of affaira whieh can- 
not fail to be taken as an evidence 
of unfitness for office, Judge Cis- 
sels clears the Minister of any stain 
on his character in the “wronzdoinz, 
but the people of Canada must look: 
decperif the public service is to oc 
placed upon an efficicnt plane.

THE WORD “WINTER.” 
Said to Have Originally Indicated 
Wetness, Not Coldness. 

There is a pretalling impression that 
there fs something in the word “win- 
ter” that signifies cold, and the sea 
son is usually associated with the idea 
of low temperature, but where the 
word originated there was little of 
winter as we understand it, while 
there was a great deal of moisture at 
the tlme the earth was nearest to the

“vinter.” In Icelandic it is ;“vetir,” 
and the old high German has’ “win- 
tar.” and it is “winter” in German. 
These four words are all from the 
Teutonic base “wata,”) which means 
wet, So It has been-trolsture that has 
been Indicated from the birth of the 
root on which all of the different words 
fn a dozen languages bave grown. 
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CURIOUS ‘FLORIDA HERB. 


Red Plant**'Which Feeds Upon Ante 
and Other insects. * 

Almost everybody knows there are 
such things as Insectlvorous or carniy- 
orous plants, but ft js doubtful if many 
know we hare any such plants grow- 
ing right bere In southern Florida. 
Nevertheless there is a plant, or, rath- 
er, herb, growlog here which Is really 
lnsectlvorous. 

It ts Ikely that on account of its be- 
(ng extremely small it has escaped 
attention, In fact, It seems to have 
been overlooked by the botanists also, 
as we are unable to find it classed 
among the sensitive plants. 

This is an annual herb, and the en- 
tire plant, including the flowers, is of 
a deep rich red color. It rarely reach- 
ed a height of more than three inches 
and Ls never so broad. The leaves arc 
spatulate when undisturbed and pre- 
sent many small fibrillae and secrete 
at thelr tips a tenacious fluid which is 
capable ofholding the very small fn- 
sects, such as ants and the Jike, upon 
which It feeds, When any of these get 
lodged in the fluid and disturb these 
Obrillac the leaves slowly acquire a 
deep cut shape and sometimes curl 
completely op over thelr victim. When 
they have absorbed the insect they 
slowly recover thelr original shape, 
leaving only the skeletoh of the insect 
remaining. 

These plants grow on the very low, 
flat, poor and sandy lands. They ap- 
pear in the late winter and early 
spring months.—Lanta Gorda (Fla.)

The reasca why feet become tender 
and inflamed in summer and coht in? 
winter is chictly because boot leather 
is not now usually tantied in the old 
way. Good authorities aver that 90 
per cent. of the boots made nowa- 
dhiys are composed, ax to Uhe uppers, 
of chemically prepared leather. One 
Way of testing it is to ask a boot 
seller what percentage of his stock 
is “chrome,” which is the name of 
the feather tanned with mineral 
Ralls. 

There is a very good reason, from 
the tanners’ and bootmakers’ point 
of view, for the substitution of 
chrome for oak-tanned hides, Under 
the old process of tanning with oak 
bark, a hidescould not be made into 
leather under much Tess than from 
1 months to two years. This meant 
that the tanner required capital, for 
he turned his money over slowly. 
Good leather, with two years’ inter- 
est on it, was not cheap. Since then 
tannage with vegetable extract’ hfs 
been introduced. This is still ane 
ployed for salts leathér, and the pto-

Smal! Window Hangings. 

The small side windows, where one 
does not wish to hang the lace cur- 
talons, should be covered with soft 
shaded drapery, plainly hung and of a 
simple pattern. A very good material 
for this purpose is Aberdeen Linen. It 
selis for about 90 cents 2 yard. Where 
diamond shaped windows are to be 
decorated this material is well sulted. 
Of course one’ can use the soft silks, 
and a stencil! pattern on soft Mnen 
colored silk is very handsome, 

In preparing a stencil pattern if 
you cannot afford a metal stencil 
then get a good grade of manila paper 
and draw the design you wish on {t. 
Flowers with banging heads are very 
pretty, and the way to get a perfect 
outline {s to place a plece of carbon 
paper, black side on, the manila pa- 
per. Lay on this the pattern you 
wish and pin firmly In place. Out- 
Ine with a very sharp lead, pencil. 
This leaves a perfect outline on the 
manila paper, It fs t to coat the 
cut out paper with-parafin, which can 
be done by sprinkling small pieces of 
shaved paraftin over the pattern and 
running a hot fron over It, 

But a better way would be to get 
an soft brush, dp into the melted wax 
and paint both sides of the pattern.

Miniature Trees That Are Grown In 
China Bowls. 

In the window of 2 florist stood some 
quaint china bowls, In each of which 
grew a trec—not a shrub, but a full 
sized tree, dating back many years. 
“Yes,” replied.the dorist to the writ- 
er’s Loquiry, “they are real trees—oaks, 
maples und beech trees. We get them 
from Japan, where the secret of how 
to rear them fs known only to a few. 
They are raised from seeds or special- 
ly selected cuttings, which are watch- 
ed and tended with that marvelous 
patience inherent {n the eastern races, 
Fifty years may pass before the tree 
is considered salable. During this pe- 
riod the plant is trained and {ts nat- 
ural tendencies subjugated to the will 
of the rearer. The gardener prunes 
and trims and rears and directs: with 
what Carlyle called genius—‘an infi- 
nite capacity for taking pains.’ A way- 
ward twig may be bound up for two 
or three years ‘to insure its correct 
gtowth. Periodically the tree is re- 
potted.. Each time this happens the 
roots are carefully examined and use- 
less fiber cut away. Krerything is 
done to concentrate the Ilfe of the 
tree fn the smallest possibie space. 
And in time, after years of labor, the 
plant loses its ability to send out long, 
lusty shoots and becomes a delightful 
miniature of its larger brethren.”—

Buyers are afraid to 
stock up with flour or, flour by-pro- 
duets or with grain, either wheat or 
other cereals, for fear that, should 
the Patten crowd ever decide to give 
up the deal and throw their holdings 
of wheat on the market, great decline 
in prices might follow.

That tenders received in any. 
Department of Government should 
be immediately placed in safe cus- 
tody under seal so as to prevent 
any possibjlity or suspicion- of 
tampering; and should be opened 
in public ut the time a place 
mentioned jn the advertisement 
and in the presente of at least 
three principal officials of the de- 
partment; and the persons so ten- 
dering or their duly authorized 
agents should be at liberty to at- 
tend at the said time and place 
and sce such tenders opened and 
recorded, if they so desire.” | 


The Minister of Public Works op- 
posed this reasonadle proposition in 
two speeches on two grounds. 

First, the government had ‘passed 
an order which way about to go into 
effect and would remedy all wrongs. 

Second, there was nothing wrong } 
and no remedy required. : 

Mr. Pugaley arzued that” ¢harges 
of tampering with tenders had never | 
been proved, and no just suspicion in!

new Government order that tenders * 
should be kept under seal until the 
time for opening, and be opened in 
the presence of the Minister and an- 
other responsible officer. or of twl 
officers designated for the purpose.

Lake, Blondin, Middlebro, 
Crosby and Crocker gave reasons for | 
the resolution. They recalled the 
Burrows-Fraser timber limit tenders, 
as exposed jn the Public Accounts:

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A LIVE COAL: TRICK. 


Teaches Natural Law, Yet Has All the 
Appearance of Magic. 

No one would’ suppose that {t is pos- 
sible to hold a glowing coal on a piece 
of linen or cotton without burning the 
cloth, but that such enn be done fs easy 
for any one to prove, and at the same 
time the experiment teaches an impor- 
tant natural Iaw. » Every child knows 
that the telephone and telegraph wires 
are made of copper becausc'that metal 
is a good conductor of heat and elec- 
tricity, which ts only another form of, 
heat. Ifa poker is heated In the fre 
you pick up a cloth to bold the outer 
end, although {t has not been in the 
fire, because experience has taught you 
that the heat fs connected through the 
metal from the fire to the outer end. 

This experiment with the Gaming 
coal is based upon this principle and 
the additionul oue that linen and cot- 
ton are poor conductors of heat. Take 
a globe of copper and draw a piece of 
cloth tightly over it so that there fs 
not a wrinkle at the top. If the Hoen 
or cotton fs closely woven the trick fs 
all the more certaln, Thea, holding the 
cloth tightly In place, you can safely 
put a glowing coal-on top of the cloth, 
and, while It burns ‘fercely, the cloth 
will not even be scorched, 

The reason ts that the great conduc: 
tivity of the copper draws the heat of 
the coal before ft can burn the cloth. 
Do not make this experiment with a 
good handkerchief frst, for if the cloth 
ig not tightly drawn it may burn, but 
take some worthless plece of-lnen or 
muslin, and after you are certain of 
your experience you can astonish your 
friends who'do not know the secret. 








DEADLY POISONS. 


One Whiff of Pure Prussic Acid Is 
- Sufficient to Kill. 

The Giscorerer of prussic ackl was 
instantly killed by inhaling one whiff 
of his own handlwork, 

| Vure. prussic acid is never sold or 
handled. The smell of It ts always 
fatal, It kills not fn three minutes or 
half an hour, but the instant it enters 
the lungs as a gas. The mixture or- 
dinarily sold as prussic acid Is 98 parts 

! water to two parts of the drug.. Even 

‘in this form it Is very deadly, A 2 
per cent mixture of the acid would kill 
nearly as quickly as If pure. 

Atropine, though ft has no harmful 
odor, Is so deadly that as much of It as 
woulkl adhere to the end of a motstencd 
forefinger would instantly cause death. 

Cyanide of potassium has a pleasant 
smell which ts not Injurlous, but xu 
small quantity swallowed kills at once. 

Pure ammonia if inhaled would 

| cause death almost as quickly as prus- 
sle acid, 

When a carboy of ultrie acid is bro- 
ken some one has to suffer, It will 
burn wood, eat through iron plates and 
destroy whatever it touches. Such an 
accident once happened in an acid fac 
tory, Every one mn away, learlog 

j the acid to amuse Itself by setting 
tire to things. Soon {t was seen that 
the building would be destroyed and 
hundreds of people thrown out of 
work, and four men volunteered to put 
out the fre in the acid room, They 
succeeded and came out all right. Five

The so called “smoke” Ia 
nothing more or less (han the clouds 
of condensing steam which are formed 
on every occasion when an eruption 
occurs. 

Lastly, the “fames,” so called, are 
merely the reflection of the mass of 
moften rock and matertal inside the 
crater on the clouds of steam abore, 
thus appearing as a glowing light. The 
friction, too, set up by the motlon of 
the materials causes electricity, and 
hence the lightning discharges which 
add to the ituminating effect.—Pear- 
son's Magazine.

who said he desired to get the opin- 
ion of the chairman of the Railway 
Commission, who was at. present in

If it was delayed in getting to the Sen- 
ate und then sent back for amend- | 
ment it might not be reached again 
by the Commons, as was the case 
last. yeur.

PUBLIC RIDICULE: ~~ 


The Time When It Served as Punish< 
ment For Lawbreakers. 

It is the problem of all ages to,make 
the punishment fit the crime, bst they 
seem to have come nearer Its soiution 
tn Plantagenct times than they ever 
were after the introduction of fogging. 

When burglary meant the total ruin 
of the man who kept his whole for- 
tane in bis house the burglar was 
hanged, But in the same period pub- 
He-ridicule served a3 a ppnishment for 
most crimes, and the man ‘who sold 
bad meat was placed in the plillory and 
his bad meat burned to windward of 
him; the vintner whe sold bad wine 
was forced to drink some of it and the 
rest was poured over his bead: for 
more serious offenses the criminal had 
to walk along Cheapside barcheaded, 
Gressed only {n.a shirt and carrying 2. 
wax taper, escorted by the mayor’s 
sergeants. 

The result was that law and order 
were maintained far better than when 
men became brutalized by the horrible 
floggings of Georgian timcs. 

Punishments becamo worse witb re- 
Uglous persecutions, and after the ref- 
ormation the pillory, with {ts terrible 
accompaniment of slit ears, whippings, 
xte., became popular, to say nothing of 
torturing, burning at the stake, and so 
vn. “At St. Thomas’ hospital one of 
the sisters, “for a grave offense, con- 
trarie to ye lawe of God and according 
to the proffe of three wytnesses,” was 
ordered to “be punished and hare xi! 
strypes well laid on.” @ 

But all this, bad as it was, was less 
demoralizing than the terrible crimi- 
naf code of, George II.’s reign, when 
there were forty-eight crimes punish- 
able by death and forty punishable 
by whipping, transportation or pll- 
lory. Flogging for mere vagrancy be- 
gan with Henry -VIII, and as late 
as 1804 six women were publicly whip- 
ped at Gloucester for this unavoidable 
offense. And never did pubilc morall- 
ty sink so low. 

In those good old days we flogged 
our sallormen “to encournge the oth- 
ers,” and there were many trussed at 
the triangles who would now be sim- 
ply admonished. A pleasant form of 
punlshment was “Nogging through the 
feet.” It was given to the fznorant 
sallorman who strack a superior olll- 
cer. And when he had been carried 
from one ship to.another and flogged 
fu cach he survived—if he was unfor- 
tunate—for six months. The lucky 
man died accidentally.—London Chron-

Ing nnd all material adjuncts of the 
Plant Lave been covered to full value 
in such a plant, will the reader dare 
make 2 rough guess as to what the 
Ilmitations of loss may be? 

Only the other day I stepped Inte 
a bookbindery, unostentatious In {ts 
street signs and occupying a fifth 
floor in an obscure street. In the cle 
‘ator shaft was that peculine odor 
which marks the track of fire and fire 
men days and weeks after such an 
accident. 

“Most of the fire was next door,” ex- 
Plained the proprictor, “but 1 sucess 
the smoke and the water were about 
as bad for us. Sometimes It fs almost 
better to have the fire yourself than 
be next door to It.” 

Which seemed to be especially true 
of book material. Where smoke and 
soot had failed to blot and ruln the 
stock, water from the engines in the 
street had Sooded it until ruin alone 
was descriptive. Everything had been 
closed down, workers in the plant 
were idle,:and the proprietor was 
awalting the adjustment of the insur- 
ance which be had been carrying. Bat 
tn the extent of this insurance ftsclf 
was a knotty situation, 

Ordinarily the house had carried pol- 
Ieles which would have left {ft the 
minimum of risk on Its machinery, 
stock and materials. Ordinarily a still 
farther blanket policy was carried for 
the purpose of covering the normal 
amount of book materis! on hand 
owocd by others and contracted fot 
rebinding, But only a few days be- 
fore the fire the house had recelred u 
consignment of $5,000 worth of law- 
books to be bound. These’ volumes, 
aside from Intrinsic ralue, represented 
so much of other value as to make 
the risk abnormal for almost any sea- 
son. And these books wero ruined, 

Before receiving them the binder 
had asked the owners to take out a 
policy for themsclr¥es, protecting them 
against such fire loss. The frm had 
not done so, and when the “fire dam- 
age canic the disposition of the owners 
was to hold the bincer for them unger 
one of the binder’s blanket policies. 

On this one disputed point, taking it 
Into court, will some one make n 
guess as to what this one fenture of 
the fire may cost the binder, who to 
all purposes was “Insured.” if It should 
be settled in the supreme court uffer 
five or seven years, for example? 7 

But in the ease of the big wanufaec- 
tory, with its imported special machin.

terial-if on the morning after the 
Gre the assuring companies scttte In 
full for the visible losses, how much 
bas the company been damaged?

CONFEDERATE FLAGS. 


The Stars and Bars and Then the Red 
Battleflag. 

The first Confederate fag was the 
stars and bars, a blue field and three 
stripes, one White and two red, and 
on the blue field seven white stars In 
a circle, a star for cach state that up 
to that time had seceded. In battle, 
however, it was scen that this banner 
bore altogether too close a resembiance 
to the stars and stripes, and thus 
there came Into use the Confederate 
battlefiag, the origin of which seems 
to have been as follows: 

This is the statement of ‘General 
William I. Cabell: “When the Con- 
federate army commanded by General 
Beauregard and the Federal army con- 
fronted cach other at Manassas it was 
seen that the Confederate fisg and the 
stars and stripes looked at a distance 
80 much alike that it was hard to dis- 
tinguish one from the other. General 
Beaurcgard, thinking that serious mis- 
takes might be made in recognizing 
our trpops, after the battle of July 18, 
at Blackburn Ford, ordered that a 
small badge should be worn on the left 
shoulder by our’ troops and, as I was 
chicf quartermaster, ordered me to 
purchasé a large amount of red fian- 
nel and to distribute ft to each tegt- 
ment.” \ 

This Confederate battlefiag was 
adopted In September, 1861, and was 
designed by Generals Johnston and 








blue St. Andrew's cross reaching from 
corner to corner and white stars on 
the cross representing the different 
southern states, he. women of the 
south made these flags by hundreds 
out of their red and blue silk dresses, 
Miss Constante Cary, who afterward

ask to hare the work dedicated to 
her.” ‘

Ottawa, Feb. 5:—On the first vote. 
of the sgasion a Government majority 
of 42 was recorded yesterday after- 
noon, ~ 

It was on Mr. Reid’s motion in re 
gard to the custody and opening of 
tenders, and Hugh Guthrie’s amend- 
ment thereto. For the amendment, 
‘the vote was 118, against 76. There 
were loud Government cheers, which 
the Opposition immediately took up, 
in expressing satisfaction that the ma- 
jority is not more. 

All the newcomers were applauded. 
Beginning with Mr. Stratton on the 
Liberal side, after the first outbreak 
which always follows the rising of 
Sir Wilfrid Laurier as each baby 
member recorded his preference, there 
was a rising tide of enthusiasm. The 
Conservatives applauded: lustily their 
leader. and when the back rows were 
reached there was tumultuous desk 
pounding. Glen Campbell, the van- 
quisher of Theodore Burrows, was 
given probably the most boisterous 
reception, -but Capt. Wallace, Capt. 
Sharpe, and Joc Russell also were ; 
greeted with a tremendous volley of 
acclamations by the Conservatives. In 
a full House the majority would be 
47, with Comox-Atlin vacant. In the 
last House the majority was 66. 

The bill of Dr. Reid of Grenville to 
amend the Passengers’ Ticket Act was:

Our Government has sent one of our 
newly-elected members to Parliament, 
Mr. W. LE. Mackenzie King, MiP. for 
Waterloo. 

This commission faces a grave and 
momentous responsibility, and needs 
the carnest prayers and sympathy of 
all Christian people. That the mem- 
bers may be guided by the wisdom 
of heaven {n their efforts to arouse 
national and individual Interest  to- 
ward the suppression of the terrible 
traffic in opium we pray. 

Doubtless we have all read of what 
is being done towards the destruc- 
tion of this terrible evil especially in 


England and China, and have felt 
that the ¢otai suppression of = the 
traffic, so fur as England is con- 
cerned, would be. accomplished. But 


from the latest published reports of 
the condition of the market, the sup- 
ply and demand for the deadly drug, 
we are forced to the conclusion that 
time 


be fruitless for a-long to come.

eTeatest transgressors, While China 
has suffered most. The Chinese Gore 
ernment bas nobly risen to the ote 
casion and has enacted = legislation 
aiming at the total prohibition 
the traffic within a few years, 
many off the statesmen and of the 
religious people of England are eur- 
hestly striving to xtop the production 
and exportation of the degrading and 
poisonous narcotic. 

But England’s long sinning bos 
woven strong binding Chiins abou 
her powers, and by their tightening 
grasp have almost paralyzed the 
forces of her constitutional Life, 
needed in this battle for national 
righteousness. India, as you know, 
is the part of the British Empire 
where the poppy is most extensively 
cultivated. It has beea the means of 
making English capitalists very rich. 
And so the trade, doth jn the culti- 
vation, manufacture and sale, has 
been so strenuously fostered and 
pushed that to-day the amount of 
capital in sterling gold that it repre- 
sents is too enormous for perspic- 
vous computation. Just a few fig- 
ures. We cannot easily read nor 
comprehend them, but we may pause 
to consider their awful significance. 

One year ago the supply of Bengal 
cpiua: for the China markets, in vats 
and in chests, ready. for export, ie: 
ured thus:. 18502266 Ibs. or 8253 
tons and 19 hundredweight. equal to 
132,159 chests. Think of that; in 
round numbers 19 thousand tors of 
opium, a few grains of which are a 
deadly dose, and which no chemist in 
this country is allowed to sell except 
under stringent conditions. 

It has been stated, by a person 
who has made careful calculations, 
that the above guantity of the drug 
is chough tovéupply the legitimate 
trady, for medical requirements. of 
the population of the whole world, 
Yor 417 years. This calculation -is 
based on the fact that $1-2 chests, 
or 1,310 Ibs. of opium. sufficed for 
the legitimate medical peaniecmeats 
of Japan's 45 millions of people -for 
the year of 1905. 

When you compare Japan's con- 
sumption of the drug with the quan- 
tity India bas in reser¥e, you have 
1,340 tons against 18,502285 tons. 

Now this jx the problem that meets 
the commission mecting in China to- 
day: What is to be done with this 
great store of the drug on hand? 
Shall it be sold or destroyed? 

If reform savas 60 perfected that 
the great areas of India could be re- 
deeméd from the cultivation of the 
poppy for the increase of wealth, and 
the traffic in opium prohibited, what 
shall be done with the supply on 
hand? To destroy it, means the loss 
of at least ten mitlion pounds. If sold 
for purposes for which Was pro- 
duced, what would be the result? 
The degradation and ruin, pee A 
and physically, of countless mult 
tudes. This cannot be thought of, 
in the light of Christian responslbit- 
ity, without deep distress and utter 
dismay. 

This is the awful problem the 
British nation is up agelnst. The loss 
of ten million pounds, or the ruin of 
countless human tives. Thé gratitude 
of the Chinese millions, or their con- 
tempt, the honor of Britain or her 
dishonor; the blessing ef God or His 
disfavor: It, is the thirty pieces of 
silver many times magnified. 

China, by treaty made fifty years 
.azo, is foreed to admit to her mar- 
kets, without further 
duty, all the Opium, England or In- 
dia desiré to send. 

The trial is on. The nations of the 
earth are the jury, God the judge. 
What will the verdict be? [ am in- 
debted for the figures given to “The 
Christian” of some weeks ago.

Some Meat Economies, 


The meat bill is the heaviest of the 
table expenses in the avernge family 
but there are many little ways of les- 
sening it by careful insnagenient, 
Many of the cheaper cuts are, if pro- 
perly cooked, just m nutritious and 
palatable an the expensive parts of 
the animal. 

For instance, the flank costs but al 
few cents a pound, and few people 
buy it, but most appetizing dishes 
niay be made from it. Purchase an 
entire flank,*’and instead of having it} 
trimmed in the market, trim itary 
home, as the trimmings will be suf- 
ficient to make a meat stew if cut in 
small pieces. Drop these into hoil- 
ing water and simmer gently for an 
hour, Then add salt and pepper to 
taste and any vegetables desired for 
a stew. Some prefer only onions and 
potatoes; others relish cabbage, par- 
snips, turnips and so forth. Cook 
until the vegetables nre tender and 
serve as the meat’ dish for supper, 
says the Houszkeeper for September. 

From the remainder of the flank 
cut off a long, narrow strip sufficient 
for dinner, spread it out on the meat | 
hoard and cover it with a dressing 1 
of forcemeat made sol fine, dry bread. | 
crumbs, sensoningla little !

Serve on a hot 
platter with gravy made from the 
drippings in the pan, ‘and it is gs ap- 
petizing and satisfying ux an expen. 
sive roast. ; 

The remainder may be made into o 
pot roast, by rolling tightly and cord- 
ing secuerly. Put enough lard or 
neat drippings into a pot to tho- 
roughly grease the bottom and half 
way up the sides, but none extra. 
Have the pot smoking hot. Put in the 
rolled and corded meat and turn un- 
til every part of it is seared and deli- 
eately browned. It will take careful 
watching to brown it properly and 
not allow it to scorch.’ When’ well 
browned, add a pint of boiling water 
and let it slowly simmer until tender, 
adding more water as it is necessary, 
and salting it about half an hour be- 
fore it is done. When tender; remove 
from the fire und let the meat cool 
in the liquor, slice thinly and serve 
cold for. lunch or tea. The liquor can 
be used for soups or gravies. If there 
are scrappy pieces left over, chop, 
add equal. parts of cold, mashed or 
chopped — potatoes, fine breadcrumbs 
and ‘a little minced onion, together 
with a little soup stock gravy or hot

POWERS AND PRIVILEGES OF 
THE CAPITAL'S CIVIC CHIEF. 


In the City He Takes Precedence of 
Everybody Save the Ruling Sov- 
erelgn—Only Officer In the King- 
dom Whose Commission Holds 
Good on. Death-of Sovereign—His 
Powers With the King. . 


Although from time to time the 
powers-of the Lord Mayor over the 
City have been much curtailed, they 
are still a good deal more extensive 
than is generally supposed. 

In the City itself the Lord Mayor 
takes precedence of everybody save, 
of course, the ruling sovercign, and 
even he may not cross the civic boun- 
daries without ceremony. Once only 
has a member ‘of the royal family 
been bold enough to dispute his right. 
That wes during the mayoralty of Sir 

‘ames Shaw, when the Prince of 
Wales, afterwards George IV., claim- 
ed precedence of the Lord Mayor in 
8t. Paul’s Cathedral. Sir James de- 
clined to give way, and the King, to 
whom the matter: was referred, had 
fo. but to approve and confirm 

is action. : : 

The Lord Mayor enjoys one privi- 
ese which is absolutely unique. He 

the only officer in the kingdom 
whose commission: still holds good on 
the death of the sovercign. And 
when that untoward events occurs, it 
is his to sit among the Pfivy Coun- 
cillors and to sign the proclamation 
announcing the successor to the 
throne. At the coronstion banquet he 
acts as chief butler, and receives for 
his fee a golden cup. Further, he 
expects to be informed by special 
messenger of every birth and death 
in the royal family, and to receive, 
under the King's sign manual, the 

assword of the Tower as often as it 
s changed. Without his permission 
soldiers eannot march through the 
City, nor can peace or war be pro- 
until he chooses

As the City representative the Lord 
Mayor is in almost daily communica- 
tion with the Government and he en- 
joys the right of private audience with 
the King at any time, should public 
affairs demand it. When an audience 
is wished for, it is usual, however, to 
muke the request through the Remem 
brancer or by letter to the Lord 
Chamberlain. Also in attending le 
vees or drawing-rooms he has the 
privilege of the entree, and is allowed 
to drive dircet into the Ambassadors’ 
Court at St. James’s. oe 

Among thé rights and privileges en- 
joyed by the Lord Mayor some are 
closely connected. with: those of the 
Constitution itself. Thus he has the 
badges of royalty attuched to his ol- 
fice—the sceptre, the swords of jus- 
tice and mercy, and the mace. The 
seeptre is delivered into his handa 
together with the City purse, which 
the Lord Mayor also controls. by the 
Chamberlain on the day he is sworn 
into office. The mace ik of silver-gilt; 
it is five feet three inches long, and 
is surmounted with n royal crown and 
the imperial arms, the handle and 
staff being richly chased. : 

There are four swords belonging to 
the City. The “Pearl” sword, pre- 
sented ae Queen Elizabeth when she 

opened the first Royal Exchange, and 

fo named from the pearls with which 
jt is richly set, is curried before the 

Lord Mayor on all occasions of fes- 

tivity and rejoicing. The “Sword of 

State” is borne before him as nn em- 

blem of his authority. The “Black” 

sword jis used on fast days, in Lent, 
und on the death of any member of 
hthe royal family. The fourth sword 
fe that pleecd before the Lord Mayor's 

stat the Central Criminal Court.

City, the Lord Mayor » 
court whieh is one of the most ancient 
in the kingdom. Hi- judicial anth- 
ority, howeve?, is more nominal than 
real, for to ell intents. and purposes 
the City Recorder is the court's sole 
judge to-day. This functionary is the 
corporation’s highest and best-paid of- 
ficial, drawing) a salary which, with 
feos, amounts to soine $20,000 pay an- 
num. 
Next in importance to the recorder 
comes the City Chemberlain, wha is 
a sort of glorified treasurer. Among 
miuny other duties he exercises auth- 
ority over the City spprentices, and 
holds a court for hearing and deter- 
mining disputes between. them and 
their masters, and alee complaints on 
the part of the masters themeslves. 
Considering his many duties, he thor- 
oughly earns the $15,000 a year which 
he is paid, 
The City Marshal drawe $1,500 a 
bees for his services. He cuts a 
rave figure on horseback at the an- 
nual show, and for the rest he car- 
ries messages und mskes himself gen- 
erally useful to the Lord. Mayor. 
None of the above-mentioned offi- 
eers are personally appointed by the 
Lord Mayor; nevertheless. there are 
certain aprevmments in the mayoral 
househol 
his gift. The first of these appoint- 
ments is that of a chaplain. The 
Lord Mayor's chaplain, besides re- 
oeiving a full sect of canonicals, has 
certuin rooms and a servant ut his 
commend in the Mansion House. 
The next rppointment 
Mayor has st his disposal is the Clerk 
of the. Cocket Office. Finally, the 
Lord Mayor has x voice in naming 
the succeasor to any hurbor-master 
} belonging to the Port of London who 
pen to die @uring the Lord

~~ APPLES AS LOVE CHARMS, 


They Have Played a Large Part In- 
Superstition of Our Race. 


There is a mine of quaint and super- 
stitious customs connected with ‘the 
apple which would make capital read- 
ing if all the imstances on record 
could be gathered between the covers 
of a volume. The apple in times past 
has been used as an omen of luck— 
good and bad—success in love and 
marriage, and in some cases to ward 
off disease. 

A curious yet romantic belief which 
still exista in some parts of the south 
of England is to fasten several apples 
on to strings, efter which the strings 
are hung and twirled before the fire. 
The owner of the apple which first 
falls off so does the order of matri- 
mony proceed. Single bliss is the lot 
of the owner of the last apple left on 
the string. : : 
In times past the apple has played 
na prominent part in the traditions 
of Scotland, and even now in the 
Highlands the peeling of an apple to 
reveal the letter of a young girl’s fu- 
ture husband's name is regarded with. 
superstitions awe, The romantic 
maiden procures a large spple and 
proceeds to pare it. If the peel breaks 
then there is a calamity shead and 
an interrupted love. If it break 
twice, once while being pared and 
again while being thrown, then it 
means still sore disaster, for the 
paieeereet peel means twice-parted 
Jove. 

But if the peel be safely taken from 
Athe apple, safely tossed around the 
head three times, and safely thrown 
to the ground so that it makes a let- 
ter on the floor, then it becomes an 
agent of fate, and as ruch will help 
the girl in deciphering the firet letter 
of her future lover’s name. 

More generally known, and at the 
same time more weird-like dnd fear- 
ful in character, is the celebrated 
spell of eating an apple before a look- 
ing-glass, with a view to discovering 
the inquirer’s future husband, who, 
it is believed, will be scen peeping 
over her shoulder. 

A more serious and recent custom, 
however, consists of a bowl of water 
with x number of apples floating 
about.. Fond mothers have to drop 
forks into the water from a distance 
of about four feet, with the hope of 
piercing an apple. If this is doné 
successfully the feat is said to pro- 
tect their children {rom catching cold.

Decorations For-Bravery~Are Manus 


‘factured From Russian Cannon. 


There are two fucts not generally 
known in connection with the Victoria 
Cross. : Ono ‘is that the late Prince 
Consort was mainly responsible for 
the design, and the other that every 


medal is made-from bronze whi 


has formed part of some Russian 
guns taken in the Crimea. A supply 
of this’ bronze is dispatched by the 
War Office to Messrs. Hancocks & 
Co., of New Bond street, silveramiths 
to the King, when a new medal is 
ordered, while the process of manu- 
facture of the V.C. s entirely different 
from that of all other war medals and 


decorations. 


In the case of ordinary medals, 
steel dies are. made ‘and the articles 
are. ktamped out complete with one 
blow of the press, so that they can 
bo turned out by the hundreds and 

red. Each Victoria 
Cross, however, is made separately in 
a xand-mould, into which the molten

bronze is poured. 


Alter being taken from the mould 
a chaser works on it for several hours, 
until all the detail is brought up and 
the design appears in bold relief from 
the matted groundwork. After leav- 
ing the chaser’s hands, the medal has 
to be submitted to the War Office 
for inspection, and, if passed, is then 
fitted with its top bar, steel pins, 


connecting ring, and ribbon.

a Ottawa, Feb..6.—In the House yes- 


terday afternoon, W. F. Macleay 
(South York) called attention to what 
the called: the delinquencies of the 
Canadian railways in connection with 
their capitalization, pointing out that 
in giving wide powers to the C.P.R. 
ithe service accorded the people ought 
to be considered. 

' He demonstrated that the C.P.R. 
was not giving the public the ser- 
vice it ought to give in. consideration 
of the great franchises granted the 
company, and the enormous resources 
at its command. 

Mr. Maclean charged: 

That the Canadian railways.gave a 
preterence to traffic originating in a 
‘oreign country. PS by 

That iw carrying out its system of 
expansion in the west the C.P.R. neg- 
lected its Ontario business. : 
. That the railway corporation disre- 
gafded the lives of thrit-servanta and 
of the people at large because they 
could not “afford” to provide ade- 
quate. life-saving devices. 

“It would surprise anyore: who look- 
ed at the. railway service now given 
to this country,” said Mr. Maclean, 
“to see the preference given by Cana- 
dian railwiys that we subsidize with 
land and money, roads to which we 
give splendid franchises, to the traf- 
fic of a foreign country. ‘They devote 

' their main energies to accommodat- 
ing the freight or passenger «traffic 
that originated in a foreign country. 
In Ontario we know that the great 
C.P.R., with all its resources, gives 
its first attention to what is calléd 
the American trade. In Toronto, and 
all along the main line in- Ontario. 
you see what are called the produce 
and beef trains from Chicago, which 
are givén the right of way and pre- 
cedence over Canadian traffic.” 


There was another disastrous. fea- 
ture of railway operation in Canada 
to-day, Mr. Maclean’ p’ ed; and 
that was the wanton disregard by 


these great corporations of the lives 
of the people and lives -of their 
servants. The sacrifice of human life 
on the railways was increasing from 
year to year. t 

“It was all wrong that the C.P.R. 
should be allowed to.do what is com- 
monly called ‘cut a melon’ and dis- 
tribute it in the shape of from $25,- 
000,000 to $30,000,000 among its share- 
holders, and which it could, only do 
if it was allowed to continue charg- 
ing exorbitant rates. On that sur- 
plus they could well afford to reduce 
their rates, to give the farmers of 
the west lower transportation for their 
products and to provide devices to 
safeguard the lives of the people.”

London, Feb. 6&—English theatre- 
goers scem in somewhat of a panic 
over the possibility of invasion by a 
hostile army. Numerous incidents, 
following the production of the play, 
“An Englishman’s Home,” built on 
such a possibility, show the state of 
mind of a section of the [apa pub- 
lic. Lord Essher appealed through 
The Daily Mail for 11,000 volunteers 
to complete the quota of the county 
of London in the territorial army, 
and an anonymous reader sent hini 
a check for $50,000 to assist in the 
work of recruiting this force. The 
solemn warnings which Lord Roberts 
has been uttering for two years and 
the fervid speeches which Mr. Hal- 
dane, the Minister of War, has been 
making ell over the country, have 
done their work, and suddenly under 
the influence of the realistic play, 
the people have awakened to a rea- 
lizntion of what war would mean. 
Nothing is talked of in the street, the 
club, the home. except the defence of 
the island, Efforts which can be de- 
scribed only as frenzied are being 
made to recruit the territorial army. 

The Admiralty is asking the Gov- 
ernment for authority to lay down 
six Dreadnoughts this-year. This is 
a panic program, and taken in con- 
nection with the: fresh concentration 
of naval strength In the North Sea— 
most inopportunely announced on the 
eve of the King’s departure for Berlin

RIOT IN PARLIAMENTS.

Vienna, Feb. 6.—The present ses- 
sion of the Austrian Parliament came

Calmly Pass on the Taking of Hu- 
_man- Life — Executioners Performed 


Operations and. Acted as Doctors. 


When Great Britain's statute’ book 
waa still in the Draconian state from 
which it was redeemed by Sir Samuel 
Romilly and the penalty of death was 
inflicted for the most.trivial offenses, 
surgeons were exempted from serving 


on jories in capital cases. 

it must not be supposed, bowerer, 
that this was, because their profession 
was believed to make them too humane 
for such work os wna then Imposed on 
jurymen. We are sorry to say it was 
for the opposite reason, They were ex- 
empted on the same ground as butch- 
ers, whose occupation, It was thought, 
tended to make them too bloodthirsty. 

This ought not perhaps surprise us, 
since two or three centuries ago ex- 
ecutlovers not Infrequently performed 
surgical operations, This scems to 
have been particularly the case in Den- 
mark. At any rate, we buve more 
knowledge on this polot In regard to 
that country than any other. 

In Janus some time ago Dr. Ke Caroe 
of Copenhagen published a number of 
documents bearing ov the subject, The 
most ancient of these bears date July 
24, 1579, and fs a lMeense Issued by 
Frederick 11 to Anders Frelmut, ex- 
ecutloner of Copenhagen, grantlog him 
the right to set bones and treat old 
wounds. He was expressly forbidden 
to meddle with recent wounds, In 
10609 It Is recorded In the municipal 
archives of Copenhagen that Gaspar, 

{thé hangman, bad recelyed four rigs- 
dalers for the cure of ‘two sick chil- 
dren in the infrmary, 

In 1608 Christian TY. summoned the 
| exccutioner of Gluckstadt, In Holstein, 
to examine the diseased foot of tlic 
crown prince, Jn a Ictter addressed to 
Ole Worm, a leading Danish pbysl- 
clan of the day, Henry Koster, physl- 
elan in ordinary to the king, complains 
bitterly of the slight thus put upon 
him. He says that for two whole 
mooths the hangman, “who is as fit to 
‘ceat the case as nn ass Is to play the 
sre,” bad the case in band, and the 
doctor was not asked for advice, and, 
although the case went steadily from 
Sad to worse, the execstioner recelred 
a fee of 200 rigsdalers and oa large 
silver goblet—“rewards,” says the doc- 
tor plaintively, “which the greatest 
among wus would not hyve received 
bad he succeeded in curing the princé 
according to the. rules of art.” 

Again, in 1681, Christian ¥. gave a 
fee of 200 rigsdalers to the Copen- 
hegen hangman for curing the Neg of 
® page. In 1005 Andreas Liebkmecht, 
the Copenbagen executioner, wae in 
such repute or bis treatment of dfs 
ease that he wrote a book on’ the 
subject “fo the name of the holy awd 
ever biessed Trinity.” In 1732 Bergen, 
an executioner [In Norway, was au 
thorized by royal decree to practice 
surgery. 

Even up to the carly years of the 
ninetcenth century this extraordinary 
association of surgery with the last 
penalty of the law continucd.. Erik 
Peterson, who was appoloted public 
executioner at Trondbjem in 1796, 
served as surgeof to an infantry regi- 
ment Ip the war with Sweden and re- 
tired in 1814 with the rank of surgeon 
major. Frederick 1. of Prussia chose 
his favorite hangman, Coblenz, to be 
bis physician in ordinary. 

It might be suspected that this pe 
cullar combination of functions had 
fts origin in a satirical view of the art 
of beallng, but in the records we hare 
quoted we can trace nothing.of the 
kind. Perbaps the executioner drove 
a trade {n human fat.nnd other things 
supposed to possess marvelous beal- 
ing properties. He may thusy hare 
come to be credited with skill In heal- 
ing, though the association surely rep- 
resents the lowest degree to which the 
surgeon has ever fallen In public es- 
teem and social position. Compared 
with the hangman, a gladiator and 
even an undertaker nay be considered 
respectable.—British Medical Journal.

Wind Gauge For Trains. 

A singular derice for the protection 
of railway trains crossing a viaduct 
exposed to heary winds has recently 
been employed at Ulverston, England, 
says .Professor R. DeC. Ward In Sel- 
ence. It consists of a wind gauge fixed 
at the west end of the Levens viaduct. 
When the wind pressuro- reaches thir- 
ty-two pounds to the square foot an 
electric contact is made automatically 
and bells rlog in the signal cabins on 
each side of the viaduct. Upon this 
all trains are detained until the force 
| of the wind abates, The foterruption 
{s telegraphed along the Ine. In Feb- 
Tunry, 1907, a wind velocity of sixty- 
five miles an hour was recorded. The 
danger’ of very high winds to trains 
on 40 exposed bridge or viaduct was 
tragically Ilustrated many years ago 
by the lamentable Tay bridge disaster 
in Scotland,

STRATHCONA’S TITLE. 


It Will Pass to Daughter’s Children, 
But In a Different Form, 


The question is sometimes raised as 
to whether Lord Strathcona's title 
will be perpetuated after his death, 
but waar Z seems to have any very 
precise information on the subject. 
When Lord Strathcona was in Canada 
recently the- subject was introduced 
in the edurse of a chat with his lord- 
ship, and he said that provision had 
been made to insure the permanency 
of the title. 

“But after my death,” said his lord- 
ship, ‘‘the title will not be continued 
exactly in its present, form. As a 
matter of fact, there have been two 
letters pet in regard to it. The 
first, w 
Queen Victoria, gave me the title of 
Baron Strathcona and Mount Royal 
of Glencoe, in the County of Argyll, 
and of Montreal, in Province of 
Quebec and Dominion of Canada. The 
second letters patent, which was is- 
sued by the present King, gave me 
the title of Baron Mount Royal and 
Srathcona. It is this last named form 
of the title which will be handed 
down to my suecessors, the Canadian 
part of the title coming first, you see, 
and the Scottish part second.” 

Lord Strathcona hes only one child 
'—na daughter, who is aarried to Dr. 

Bliss Howard, 2 Montreal doctor now 

settled in London. The title will 

descend to her and to her heirs male. 
The first mark of royal favor which 
Lord Strathcona receivtd was in 1886, 
when he was created a Knight Com- 
mander of the Most Distinguished Or- 
der of St. Michael and St. George for 
his services in connection with the 
building of the Canadian Pac: Rail. 
way. It was in 1897, on the comple 
tion of the 60th anniversary of her 
reign, that the Iate Queen Victoria in- 
cluded him in her honors list as the 
Baron Strathcona and Mount Roye!.

SOME ATTRACTIVE EFFECTS. 





Materials For Making These Hatpins 
Are Cheap and Artistio—Malachite, 
Lapis Lazull, Turquoise Matrix Used. 
Some Other Suggestions. 


The problem of something new for 
Christmas presents is solred in the 
seallng wax hatpins, Only a few ar- 
ticles are mecessars for the making. 
First, one of the cheapest hatpins, a 
wax taper, or, better yet, an alcohol 
lamp, a few sticks of sealing wax (the 
finest Is perfumed) and a glass of cold 
water. A common wax may be used 
for the first coating if one minds the 
cost. One holds the end of the stick 
of wax over the fame until the wax Is 
soft enough to drop, when It fs dotted 
on the hatpin head. When the pin 
bead 1s fairly covered it Is held over 
the flame, revolring so that the wax 
will not drop and the hatpin head will 
retain its shape. One should be care- 
fol that it does not take fire or Liack- 
en. In order to obtain any oddéshape 
the pln head may be while warm rolled 
between the fingers In the palm of the 
hand over a marble top table or on 
any smooth surface. 

When tho desired size and shape 
bave been fashioned one cools it fhor- 
oughly by putting in cold water. Then 
it Is carefolly dried. 

In the finishing process one selects 
one, two or’three colors of the possi-

ble seventy-two and puts a few dots 
of one of each color on the pin head. 
Then it is heated, re¥olring continual- 
ly, By careful manipulation the wax 
when warm can be made to flow 
around the pin head and.form pretty 
stripes and other designs. Lf it Is de- 
sired to hare one color more prom!- 
nent than the others it may now be 
applicd and the pin put through the 
Process again. Cool, as before, In cold 
water, dry, pass once more orer the 
flame to gain the luster, and you will 
have a hatpin of your own desfgn, 
your own make, just the color you 
wish, and i¢ may be effective, inex- 
wensive and unlike apy other. 

Indeed, the color possibilltfes are un- 
Iimited. A knowledge of oilneralogy 
will enable one to arrive at stunning 
jewel effects. Two shadcs of green, 
tun: into stripes, may look exactly 
Iiko the modish malachite, Turquoise 
blue, with traces of brownish, red- 
dish, grayish gold, will give the ef- 
fect of lovely turquoise matrix, The 
surest way to copy lapis lazuli or ote 
er stones Is to have it before you 
when making the hatpin. All sorts 
of gems en cabochon may be suggest- 
ed, and any number of * original 
schemes may be worked out with 
splendid effect.

CLOTHES CLOSET. 


A Convenient Press and How to Build 
tt at Home. 

The most common of all complaints 
in the household fs a lack of closet 
foom. Here are the directions for 
building a very serriceable and neat 
clothes closet at a very small ex- 
pense; also a cut showing plan of 
closet: 

Procure two boards—soft pine will 
answer nicely—about fourteen or six- 
teen Inches wide by five feet long and 
two boards the same width about four 





feet long. The two longer boards are | 


to form the sides of the closet and the 
two shorter ones the bottom _and top. 
After the four hare been nalled to 
gether in the form of a bor, with two 
open sides, narrow wood slats are to 
be nalled across one of the sides, plac- 
ing them about fire {Inches apart. 
These slats are to hold the clothes

» Hemming Table Linen. 
Tablecloths and napkins usually are 
finished with a French ben. A French 
bem 1s made by Orst turning an ordi- 
nary hem—that fs, turn one fold and 
thea turn it over a second time. When 
the hein has been turned, turn it back 
on {tself, sa that the right side of the 
hem les upon the right side of the 
inaterial, and top sew: the edges. -In 
-other words, sew over abdover. When 
this Is flaished spread out the bem 
and crease it Nat. This forms a much 
stronger hem than the ordinary: one 
sewed with the usual hemming stitch. 
Only the raw edges of table linen 
should be hemmed, and the bem on 
tl napkin shovld be as narrow nas it 
is postible to turn it—that fs, about 
an eighth of an inch wide.

Rev. J. A. Macdonald Speaks at 
Chicego Celebration. 





Editor of Globe Is Principal Orator 
“at Lincoln Centenary, Ceremonies, 
and In Eloquent Address Show's 
Cariada's View of the Great Liber- 
ator—48,000 Canadians Fought In 
_ the Armies of the North, 


Chicago, HL, Feb. 13.—Patriotie 
utdor awept ever Chicago” yesterday 
in a grand climax of Lincoln centen- 
nial celebration, and found vivid ex- 
pression in a demonstration at the 
Seventh Regiment armory, where 
thousands gathered. Kev. J. A..Mac- 
donald, editor of The Toronto Globe, 
was the principal speaker, and his 
fervid utterances were received with 
greet enthusixsm.

The interior was appropriately de- 
coraled with bunting and flags and 
portraits and busts of Lincoln were 
prominently placed.

Eari Grey Urges Patriotic Regard 
_For Canada’s Timber Wealth. 


His Excellency Makes Strong Plea at 
. Banquet For Education of Children 
Along the Line of Conserving the 
Country's Trees Not as a Matter 
of Profit, But of Right—Conven- 
Y tion: Formulates Its Demands. 


Toronto, Feb. 13.—Two hundred 
guests applauded Esrl Grey, Gover- 
nor-General of Canada; at the Na- 
tional Club last evening as His Ex- 
cellency dwelt with great carnestness 
on the importance of forest preserva-. 
tion. The banquet was given by the 
Toronto Board of Trade to delegates. 
of the Canadian Forestry Associz- 
tion. J.“ P. Watson. presided, 

The addresses at the convention 
just concluded had, said His Excel- 
cae) demonstrated that the perman- 
ent prosperity of the nation wis de 
pendent’ upon the conservation of the 
forests ut the head waters of the riv- 
era, As Hon. Mr, Fisher had point- 
ed out, a neglect of this might shake 
the position of Montreal as the chief 
conunercial port. 

In the United States the Paar de- 
struction is three and one-falf times 
greater than ita growth... The loss to 
the farmers of- that country 
gates a thousand million dollars per 
annum as a direct and indirect. loss. 
Wanton and criminal neglect of the 
forests meant the transforming of a 
heaven into a hell. 

When, the relative per capita wealth 
of Canada in undevelo resources 
is- made. known the peers of the 
whole United States would’.want to 
come to make their home in the 
Dominion to have a share in the vast 
unspent fortune. 

“What we have to’do—I have. been 
xo long among you that I say we— 
{Applause.) We,” he repeated, “have 
a at duty, to teach the children 
to have a patriotic regard for the re- 
sources of Canada. It is difficult to 
make people brought up on farms in 
an atmosphere where the tree has 
‘been regarded as an enemy, to make 
them ferl that a tree is their. best 
friend.” iS 

The children of Canada should be 
taught n [celing of reverence for the 
greatness of their country to 
conserve its resources. 

He entirely agreed with the asso- 
ciation that forestry was not only 
an economic but also a moral ques- 
tion. ‘This made it necessary to teach 
the children that they share a duty 
to others as well as to themselves. 

A certain elass of Canadians were 
said to be animated: by the thought 
of “‘what can Can do for me?" 
while the true ideal was what could 
they do for Canada? It is because 
of this great principle that forestry 
was’ a moral question. He trusted 
the gentlemen of influence present 
would do their utmost to co-operate 
with the Forestry Association in their 
efforta for the conservation of Can- 
ada’x menificent national heritage. 

W. J. Gage proposed the toast to 
Hon. J. M. Gibson, Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor of Ontario, to which his honor 
made « short reaponse, ; 

R. S. Gourlay proposed the toast of 
Canada, to which Sir James P. Whit- 
hey, Premier of Ontario, replied. 

The convention of the Canadian 
Forestry Association was concluded 
yesterday afternoon, when a_resolu- 
tion was passed asking that the var- 
ious Provincial Governments with- 
draw all lands from settlement un- 
suitable for farming and reserve from 
settlement all lands with. less than 
60 per cent. fit for agriculture. 

The association suggested the publi- 
cation of farmers’ bulletins, also for 
the instruction of city and rural 
school pupils, the publication of for 
eatry text-books for the high schools, 
and the preparation of plans and 
lantern slides for lectures. 

The association expressed satisfac~ 
tion at the improvements in the fire 
protection services and approved the 
appointment of s special committee 
by the Dominion Parliament, bat 
urged upon the Government the im- 
portance of appointing a royat com- 
mission to investigate the whole ques- 
tion of forestry. 

The Dominion and Provincial Gov- 
ernments were urged to restore all 
forest lands at head waters.

McLeod one cn after making 
camp discovered beside him trees 
under which were the remains of an- 
other campfire. Curious as to who 
might have preceded him, he scraped 
away the ashes and discovered an in- 
scription on the tree, finding the date 
May, ’05, and the initials of his own 
two brothers. Later on one of the 
party cut his foot, and the rest push- 
ed on a few miles to make camp. 
When the injured man’s, wounds 
were dressed he pushed on and re- 
rted that in the brush under a 
large tree he had found the skeletons 
of two men. 
“McLeod, his fears aroused, hasten- 
ed back, and in an hour came on the 
remains, Investigation revealed the 
fact that the heads of the two men 
n cut off and removed to 
some unknown point. The clothing 
was completely rotted away, bones 
only being left. In the vicinity where 
the campfiro had been he found his 
brother's watch and ring, which. be- 
longed to Frank McLeod. On look- 
ing over the camp he found another 
bl tree, on which a very little 
rrotiig, bakes legible, but it showed 
that men were killed at least 
three years ago. One of the: skele- 
tons had the breastbone shattered, 
appearances indicating that the man- 
was shot with a rifle while reclining 
on a pile of ots. : 
Near the base of the tree were 
carved words which would mean a 
fortune if deciphered. These words re- 
lated to the location. of valuables, 
but the murderers not only had tak- 
en care to remove every article from 
the victims’ clothes, but also felled 
and blazed the trees in such a man- 
ner a8 to make most of the Suyine 
unintelligible. Near to the poin' 
where he had been working McLeod 
found a small shaft, from which In- 
dians of late had taken gold. The In- 
dians, however, claimed that they 
had opened this themselves. Weir, 
the companion of the two men, is still 
unaccounted for. -

There js severe criticism of the 
Government's plan, whith appears to 
nim fit n small standing army, with 
ta most expensive general staff, it be- 

ing contended that the rank and file 

was being starved to provide fat po- 
sitions for a few big men. This oc- 
cbmes more apparent when it is re- 
membered that in their desire for 
| economy the Government has cut 
' off appropriations -which.- permitted 
“the holding of the annual camps this 
tsummer. And the worst of it is that 
‘while this is so the expenditure of 
, the standing army is’ actually to be 
' inereased. 

No wonder Sir Fred Borden is 
kieking over the traces, even though 
he is largely responsible for the Gov- 
ernment’s wrong polity. He is wise 
enough to realize the effect upon the 
volunteer force when they learn that 
the expenditure of the standing army 
is actually to be increased, while the 
active militiz 1s to be practically 
-erippled. The expenditure for the 
annual training of the militia is to 
_ be ‘reduced from $€1,200,000 to $860,- 

000. The estimate for the headquart- 

ers and other staf(s and the perman- 
“ent force, alias the standing army, 

is to be inereased from $1,350,000 to 
» 82,500,000, that is for pay “alone, and 

exclusive of clothing and necessaries. 
In other words the pay alone of the 
headquarters’ staff and — standing 
army (will be nearly twice the am- 
ount fput aside for the annual drill 
of-the 50,000 militia. The standing 
army. consists of about °3,500 men.

CORN AND BEANS. 


A Game itn Which Alertness Wins the 
Prize. 

The game of corn and beans may be 

played by any number of persons, one 

of whom, called the professor, reads 





questions from a card, while the oth- 


ers hold cards bearing answers. The 
professor’s card holds any number of 
questions, usually about forty, on his- 
torical or any other subjects chosen, 
and there are the same number of oth- 
er cards, each one containing the an- 
swer to one question. These should 
all be prepared in advance, 

After a professor has been chosen 
the answer cards are distributed equal- 
ly smong the players. A quantity of 
corn and beans for use as counters is 
also equally distributed. The profess- 
or begins by reading any question he 
chooses, (Questions , and answers 
should be correspondingly numbered.) 
The holder 6f the answer should cry 
“Corn!” and all the others must cry 


“Beans!” If the holder calls frst be} putt, 


reads the answer and hands the card 
to the professor. 

If one or more cry “Beans!” first he 
must give each one so calling a corn 
or bean and hold the answer card till 
the question is asked again. 

If any one cries “Corn?” or “Beans?” 
wrongly be must give a cotn-or bean 
to each one of the others. 

If the professor asks a question 
which has already been answered the 
first one to discorer the mistake cries 
“Corn and beans!" and changes places 
with the professor, who becomes an 
ordinary pupil, 

The gume lasts until the professor 
has all the answer cards. Should any 
one pay out all bis corn and beans he 
must borrow of.a neighbor. _ The: first 
one to dispose of his answer caris is 
called the “model scholar.” . The first 
one out of corn and beans is the “bank- 
rupt,” and the player having the most 
corn and beans at the ‘close of the 
game is the “millionaire.” ,

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+ Goose Quill. Pens Still In Use. 

Every great work of literature be 
fore the middle of the 19th century 
was written with.a goose quill. The 
poctry of Spenser, Chaucer and Mil- 
ton, the plays of Shakespeare, the 
| philosophy of Bacon—in fact, all the 
; literature of every country in modern 
times, all the music of Handel and 
Bach, Mozart and Haydn and Beethov- 
en, owes its existence to the goose 
quill. 
| How the geniuses could express 
their thoughts with such pens seems 
inconceivable {o anyone who has ever 
tried to write with a quill. One would 
suppose that tho writer’s attention 
would be so much taken up with the 
H that he would not have room in 
Ais. mind for anything but objurga- 
tions at the riecessity of writing with 
such a miserable implement, for it 
drops the ink in great daubs, catches 
in the paper and splatters. and on the 
slightest provocation splits up the 
back and becomes useless. So that 
mending a quill pen is about as im- 
portant and essential as the making 
of them. . 

It seems queer therefore, that. con- 
sidering the. abundance, excellence. 
and especially the cheapness, of steel 
pens, anybody. should prefer the old 
goose quills, but there are some who 
do. They are mostly foreigners, Bo- 
hemlans, Hungarians and Russians, 
generally men well along in years, 
who have been using quills all their 
lives and have an idea that writing 
ean hardly be done ct all except with 


| a goose quill.

ing cheese and all of the material 
that we use in manulacturiog butter 
and cheese. ‘ 

And we must»be up and doing, for 
there are often Countries striving 
and working and . adopting stricter 
measures to lead chem on co success. 
Are we receiving x fair profit for 
the moncy invested in this business 7 
No, we have too many cheese factor. 
tes in this section: built in a slumpsy, 
slip-shod manocr,* no better than 
wind brakes buiit on cross roads, 
ready to decoy the farmer. with theie 
milk that this is the place to manu. 
facture your milk into u wholesome 
profitable product: Why do you ul- 
tow yourscives to be humbugged any 
longer for a few! selfish motives of 
other people? it is time we cominence 
ed to think how we are going to de- 
rive wu larger profit in tuis-ousiness, 
have fewer and larger factories built, 
so that the temperature ean be con. 
trolled, so you will not have to sell 
your cheese on a falling market it a 
hot spell. threstens you, and jf you 
had such factories yuu woul! create 
a competition amopg buyers: not 
only this, but you will make better 
cheese, which will create a Jarger 
consumption, and help build up this 
dairy business, 6 that? Canada will 
be tamed as the leading dairy coun- 
try for sears tu come. 

These small factories are the great- 
fest stumbling block ta the dairy 
Husiness tor the honest farmer of 
this country, whe sends first-class 
milk, and it is quite evideat that it 
creates a riveiry amongst the mak- 
ers to accept mitk of poor quality, 
and he trusts ond gambles with the 
Weather to lead hun on to success. 
Knowing if a hot spell of weather 
strikes his Cheese manufactured from 
such milk with the facilities ‘that he 
has with one of these small factor- 
ies that are so plentiful in this sec. 
tion, could only pass a» second grade, 
and the cheesemakers know, that no 
British law will hold him responsibie 
for manufacturing perishable goods 
in one of these factories that the 
temperature ris¢s and falls with the 
sun. 

And any cheescmaker that will 
sign 2 contract to manufacture [irst- 
¢elass checse in one of these factories 
just mentioned is a detriment to 
the community. :

Explosion In English Colliery May 
Cost Many Lives. 


Neweastle, England, Feb. 17.—There 
were two explosions ut 4 o'clock yeg- 
terday afternoon in the West Stanle 
colliery, 12 miles from here, which 
employs 400 men. Nearly 200 of the 
men were in the pit at the time, and 
up to a Iate hour last night none of 
them have come to the surface, al- 
though rappings have been heard, 
and it is supposed-these are from 
some of the miners who escaped 
death, 

Almost immediately after the ex- 
plosion flames burst through the 
shalt, scorching the workers at the- 
pit head, and blowing out the fence 
ing and apparatus gt the entrance 
to the mine. At midnight it was still 
impossible to attempt a rescae. 

An explosion’ involving 12 lives oc- 
curred at the same colliery in 1882.

FACTS ABOUT THE FROG. 


How the Reptile Aids Thirsty Travel- 
ers in Australia. : 

Travelers in_Australia have a queer 
way sometimes of getting water to. 
quench thelr thirst, says the Chicago 
News, Under a certain kind of bush 
they dig down.a foot or two and bring 
up a hard clay ball.. When the ball fs 
brokep, out jumps a frog, and the trar- 
eler then proceeds to drink the pure, 
cool water that the creature had pro- 
vided In its clay retreat as its bererage 
during a drought. Another method of 
storing: water Is one that nature has 
given to most members of the frog 
family. It consists.of an loterlor sack 
in which water Is kept for the emer- 
gencles of thirst, just like the arrange- 
ment of the camel for a similar pur- 
pose. The water so preserved Is as 
pure and tasteless as that from a 
spring. 

This suggests a pecullarity about the 
frog’s skin that Is Interesting. The cold 
and clammy condition of the skin fs 
due to Its constant absorption of wa- 
~ter. A frog has been known to soak 
up one-half Its own weight of water In 
a short time. A singular result of this 
skin molsture Is the ability of the froz 
to stand a sudden application of dry ; 
heat. If, for example, redhot rod 
be held quite close to 2 frog's body, the 
frog will not at once feel the heat, be- 
cause the skin molsture forms a sort 
/of vapor film, through which It takes 
a little time for the heat to go.

An Unusual Feminine Occupation Fel- 
lowed In Paraguay. 

The bulchers in all parts of Paraguay 
are women. In the public slaughter 
houses the cattle are dispatched by 
men. This is the only part of the work 
done by men;*The animal is skinned 
avd otherwise prepared by women who 
are dexterous in the use of the saw 
and knife. It is served out to the cus- 
fomers by women—not generally by 
welght, but by the plece—and the price 
is very low. - 

Women of all ages act the part of 
buichers, Some are young and pretty, 
others old and wrinkled. The women 
are great bargalners and keen to pull 
A new arrival almost to pleces In the 
hope of securing his custom. ‘These.

established in Berlin and in Parts, 
under - British auspices, a great 
school of languages, so that young 
men from the colonies and “Great 
Rritain could: obtain that colloquial 
knowledge so necessary in carrying 
on modern commerce,"

States. The latter bédy has sustained 
the jobber's. plea. It has declared that 
the plaintiff, by becoming ‘part of an 
illicit combine, has put Itself out- 
side the pale of the law and cannot, 
therefore, use the law for the collec- 
tion of debts, enforcement of con- 
tracts, or any other purpose what- 
ever. The-same judginent applies, of 
course, to all other companies in the 
combination, and the effect will be 
to dissolve the illegal combination, to 
compel each company to carry on 
q business on its oWn account—to re- 
store competition between them. 

This is another case in which our 
American neighbors have set us an 
example in law enforcement. We have 
plenty of laws against trusts here, 
but they are not enforced. We have 
the Criminal Code, whieh makes it a

appearance As an officer of the latter 
regiment teing an unfortunate. one. 
It was on\the occasion of ‘the wed- 
ange ot the Prince and Princess of 
Wales, and Past patibantios ier 
acting as a member of the guard 
onor to° Their Royal —Highnesses, 
when his horse stumbled’ and ‘threw 
him heavily. Probably his helmet 
saved his life, but he was badly hurt. 
both by the fall and by the animal 
trampling on him. In 1896 he volun- 
teered for active service in Egypt, and 
distinguished himself at Atbara and 
Omdurman, gaining two  modals, 
clasp, and a D. 8. O. Fis special’ ex- 
ploit was to dash through the Der- 
vishes in order to reach two wounded 
troopers, and after Omdurman he and 
Mr. Winston Churchill went among 
the Dervish wounded—a very perilous 
undertaking—to give them water. The 
marquis, moreover, extracted a bullet 
from a Dervish’s arm with a button- 
hook in his pocketknife. Lady Tul- 
libardine, daughter of Sir James 
Ramsay, like several of her family, 
is a Christian Scientist. Her mother, 
the late Lady Ramsay, met with a 
curious experience as a baby. She 
was saved by her aynlt during the 
Indian mutiny, by being stained the 
dark-brown color of the native infant. 
Lady Tullibardine will always remem- 
ber her home-coming as a bride to 
Blair Castle, Blair Atholl, for there 
is an old custom in the family that a 
bride must never walk across the 
threshold, but must be carried over 
in the arms of old retainers. This 
pretty ceremony has always been 
most religiously observed.

A Famous Reply. ‘ 

The career of Axel Oxenstjerna fs 
® proud chapter in the histors of Swe 
den, In 1011 Oxenstjerna eecame the 
chancellor of the Swedish empire, un- 
der Gustavus Adolphus, 2nd much of 
ihe glory that befel] the reign of that 
remarkable monarcli was duc to “the 
masterly diplomatic ability, great cour- 
age, resource and moderation” of his 
prime minister. For in the days of 
Oxenstjerna Sweden was one of the 
“powers” of Europe, and the Swedish 
dominion for a time extended over 
Prassian territory. During the entire 
period of the’ Thirty Years’ war in 
Europe Sweden, through the {nstros 
mentality of her “mighty man in 
peace,” maintained an envisbie place 
in the council of nations. And when 
in 164S negotiations for a general con- 
tinental agreement began at Osna- 
bruck ‘the Swedish chancellor appoint- 
ed his own son, Johan, as the Swedish 
representative, the son expressed bis 
distrust of bis ability to properiy serve 
his country In so responsible a ca- 
pacity, To this natural diffidence of 
Youth the father made his famous re- 
ply: 

“Dost thou not know, my son, with 
how little wisdom the world is gov- 
erned?”

of’a Curious. Old" Ceremony 
Called “Feofment.”. 

Our remote ancestors did not sell 
land’as It Is sold nowadays, the seller 
merely giving to the buyer an ac- 
knowledged deed of the premises. 
According to thelr customs, no land 
title/could pass except by “transmuta- 
tion of possession,” and this they ac- 
complished by a solemn ceremony, 
called\ by an old term a “feoffment.” 

The seller and the buyer went on 
tho land together in the presdhce of 
witnesses, usually most of the rillage 
folks, The seller took a tuft of grass 
or a clod pf earth and banded it to 
the buyer, declaring with’a loud voice 
his intention to transfer to him the 
Possession of the land in question. 

Centuries have elapsed since the 
English race has sold Jand in this 
way, and it bas been suppcsed that 
the practice had become extinct. A 
few years ago, however, 2 New Eng- 
land lawyer, returned from Bolivia, 
gare the following account of a land 
sale within 100 miles of La Paz, the 
Bolivian capital: ‘ 

Tho American had climbed the An- 
des to a height of 1,400 feet, accom- 
panied by a native Bollyian who had 
agreed to sell some mining property. 

The subprefect of the province and a 
notary went with them. The Indians 
lUving-on the route were called out 
as the party passed along, untill foally 
the complete company zuimbered about 
300. o- 


When the party reached its destina- 
tion the prefect called the assembly 
to’ order, declared what was to be’ 
done, and the notary wrote it down. 
The seller then tore up dirt and 
grass with his hands and handed it 
to the buyer, who at once began to 
run wildly about the land, turn somer- 
assaults and cat.up all manner of 
funny capers. 

This, the notary told the party, was 
to convince the native Indians that the 
purchaser had actually taken legal 
possession of the land, and he further 
stated that the Indians and thelr de- 
scendants would defend the newcom- 
er’s title against any and all intruders 
until he or his heirs should see fit to 
transfer the possession of the land 
to still others in « similar manner.~

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The First Consideration ts to Break 
the Length. 

The long, narrow hall which almost 
invariably has a part in the arrange- 
ment of modern apartments scems to 
offer véry Iimlted scope for effective 
furnishing, and set, being the Index of 
the home, from which the visitor gains 
his first impression, it should recetve 
at least as much care and thought as 
the rest of the house. A person who 
bas had success fn this respect gives 
the following suggestions: 

“The first consideration ts to break 
the interminable length, at the same 
time increasing its apparent width. To 
accomplish this plain paper should be 
used for the walls and of excellent 
quality even If at the expense of some 
of the other rooms. Then, fn Place of 
the long runner, storter rugs should be 
substituted—three or four.that range 
from five to seven or eight feet In 
length and of the ball width, placed 
Not too close together. Now divide the 
hall into sections, according to the 
length, by hanging Japanese porticres 
across, , 

“These _portieres come at very mod- 
erate prices In rush, but the bend ones 
are much handsomer, In elther case 
the portieres may be separated in-the 
center, drawn aside and fastened with 
a band of some orlental stuff or a 
heayy cord.. Not only is the effect 
more attractive, but the apparent width 
of the hall fs increased if the portleres 
harmonize with or even match the 
wall paper. The height, too, {s further 
accentuated -by the ‘suspension of a 
lamp or lantern from the eelling at the 
center of the sections, The lanterns 
Preferably should ‘be ‘rather small. 
There are some handsome Ittle ones 
of wrought fron with colored glass that 
cost.only $1.50, singularly suited for 
the purpose, the only disadvantage be- 
{ng that they must bave candles, which 
come especially for them, 

“Framed pictures, adding ever so 
sughtly to the effect of narrowness, 
should be dvolded, and if decoration fs 
desired it may be anecomplished by 
means of tapestries or handsome an- 
{ique wall rugs. Armor plate, too, may 
be used with good effect, and where 
there is a sharp turn a tall picture 
screen with three leaves may be spread 
across the corner, glying a curye In- 
stead of the rather unsightly angle, or 
in this corner there may be room fora

“Hiawatha’s Weddigg ~ Feast,” 
the Cantata, Was Excellently 
Sung -- Personnel of ~ the

The seventh annual concert of the 
Belleville Phitharmonic Society, has 
now passed into history, “and cer- 
tainly must be written down 2 suc- 
cess. It took place in the City! Hall 
last night, Ubere being a large aud- 
lence present, though not so large as 
the entertainment deserved. With 
two soloists like Messrs. Blatchford 
and Hollinshead, and the fine con- 
certed work of local singers, the so- 
ciety had a right. to expect every 
seat to be filled. ‘Those who-did not 
attend missed a rare treat. The vo- 
cal solojst for the occasion was Mr. 
2. Redfern Hollinshcad, of Uamil- 
ton, whose work was something of a 
revelation. He surpasses, in tone and 
everything else, tenor heard 
here sinte the great Mockridze hon- 
ored us with «a visit. Mr. Hollins- 
head sang a Donizetti aumber, and 
for an encore “The Stave Sons,” 
with splendid dramatic fervor. His 
next was “DM Sing Thee Songs of 
Araby,” and for an encore the eran 
old mertial gem, “let Me Like a 
Soldier Fall," which was givenin an 
ideal way. fa “Swevt Vale of Avoca" 
Mr. Hollinshead was, perhaps, at his 
best. tuking high C at the end with 
‘consummate ease and brilliancy.. He 
sang the tenor sulo in the cantata, 
and to one who faliowed the store 
it was hard to ace hum the part 
could have been better sung. in the 
matter of voice, uature has been very 
kind to Mr. Hollinshead, and where 
ever he learned to sing he learned 
thorvughly. 

The violin soloist, Mr. Frank Biach- 
ford, has Deen heard bere many 
times DeTore. Suffice it to say that 
he was in excellent form, and dis- 
played the brilliancy of tone and 
technique Which have | made bim 
famous. 

In the first part of the programme 
the choir was heard in two numbers, 
the first being “ My Love Dwelt in 
a Northern Land,” by Elgar, whith 
was given with really exeellent bal- 
ance and sympathy. [t was st once 
apparent that Mr. Phelps is a con- 
ductor who conducts. He gets the 
chorus to sing fur him, and domin- 
ates the singers in a way no other 
local conductor jn this city has done 
before in the memory .of the writer. 
To use a business phrase, Mr. Phelps 
“gety results.” And he had a very, 
capable chorus before him last night. 
And they had one of the “stiffest® 
pieces of work cver given to local 
amateurs to sing, “ Hjiawatha's Wed. 
ding Feast" is 4 bezutiful cantata, 
full of stately, rhythmic words, set 
to grand and appropriate music, some 
of it, perhaps, rather .bigh for even 
a picked.choir of amateurs. The choir 
sang with fine precision. The great

majority of the choruscs, were welll 
sung, most of them very well supz, 
and a few, particularly, these where 
the altos predominated, exquisitely 
sung. For ° finished ant mmnsicianly, 
work, the palm must yo to the altos. 
The sopranos sang like afigels in some 
strains, but in others they, seemed to 
show the effect of too: much  ef- 
fort. The male .vojces, ‘taken as a 
whole, were’ food, but ‘the tonal 
quality of the Yojces hardly compar- 
ed with that heard in previous Phil- 
harmonic concerts. ' 

On-the whole, however, the choir 
covered itself with glory, and the of- 
ficeras of the Philharmonic’ have ev- 
ery reason to be proud of the “way 
their singers “ate up”: (i? one may, 
drop into slang) a score fairly. brist- 
ling with technical difficultics. Last 
night's contert gives promise of much 
future enjoyment for musj¢-lovers ef 
this city. . . 

Biss Bonistcc]l, reader, deolaimed 
the stately words of the cantata 
with musical voite and fine expres- 
sion. : a 

Mrs. Campbell was the accompanist 
for the cantata and soloists, except 
jo Mr. Hollinshead's solo in the can- 
tata, which was played’ by Mr. 

; Phelps. It would be “painting the 
lily” to attempt to praise the work 
of either. The piano -used was a 
grand, the property of Mr. Phelps, 
which, while perfect in tonc,. seemed 
to have more volume than pianos 
ordinarily used at concerts here.

Would be Popular and Useful.

Inf setonding the address jn reply 
to the speceh from the tirone at the 
opening of the Ontario Iwezislature, 
Mr. Johnson, member for West Hast- 
ings, made some remarks ‘as to the 
desirableness of having .schools ca- 
tablished at Ontario centres for the 
teaching of colloquiat’ French, and 
like schools established at Quesee 
centres for the taaching of colloquial 
English. Such places of instruction 
would never be without pupils. They 
would be popular and most useful. 
if every man whose mother tongue” 
is English were required to know une 
other language, French js the one 
that should bave the ,preferencs. To 
the Frenchman the foreign language 
of mcst service is English. Knowl. 
edge of no other two languages 
counts for so much us knowledge of 
these two. lt*admits a mun into the 
largest lingual fellowship. English 
must fearnt oy the Frenthman who 
is in intimate social or commercial in- 
tercourse with any of the 150,000 
people whose native apeeeh it ik. 
Britain's larguage has followed Hrit- 
ain’s flag, and with no foreigners is 
English more in favor thin with the 
Japanese. The United States, Canadu, 
Australia, South Africa are ail spread- 
ers of English. It is becoming 
more and more, as-French has long 

rm. an international language. A 
speaking knowledge of these two 
languages ‘js of great valus, and ft 
i¢ such a knowledge that Mr. John. 
son-would promote by means of 
colloquial schools. ‘The bi-lingual 
Canadian will, generally speaking, be 
a broader Canadian than his fvllow- 
countryman who noch but one‘ of 
the languages. The idea of schools 
for teaching colloquial French or 
English has its advocates -in Great 
Britain. At a reception of the French

Maxinum Penalty. 





Chief Justice Mulock Imposes Limit of Law. on .Man Who Robbed 


and Burned Property and Tried 


to Murder His Dupe--Wilkins 


Was Clay in Malone’sHands, Says Judge--No Extenuating 
. Circumstances, - 


Siineoe, Feb. 25.--Imprisonment for 
life in Kingston Penitentiary was the 
sentence imposed last night by Chief 
Justice Mulock on Archibald W. Ma- 
lone, found guilty by a Norfolk: Coun- 
ty. jury of attempting to murder his 
fellow constable, William Wilkins, on 
the morning of Dec. 2 fast. 

The jury. were out two hours and 
ten minutes, and returned to the 
court-room. about 7.35. - 

“Have you agreed upon a verdict?” 
asked the clerk, 

“*We have,” 
“Guilty.” 

W. E. Kelly, K.C., counsel for de- 
fendant. asked that the jury be poll-

“Guilty” in a clear voice,

“It gives me very great pain,” said 
the chief justice, “to be obliged to 
perform my duty at this stage of this 
regrettable affair, But othera’in the 
earlier stages have done their duty, 
and I must do mine now, 

“You have had very able counsel, 
and your case has been presented 
with remarkable ability. I myself 
have offered you auch protection as I 
could. The evidence was conclusive, 
and I must say that I came to the 
same conclusion myself on the-testi- 
mony put forward. 

“You have been found guilty, and 
the question now is what punishment 
will fit the crime. It is not my wish 
to add to your barden, that is great 
enough already. I think it advisable 
for the information of the public to 
show that the crime justifies the sen- 
tence that I am about to impose. 

“I entertain no doubt of the cor- 
Tectness of Constable Wilkins’ evi- 
dence. You were employed and trust- 
ed as a police officer, sworn to pro 
tect the’people of this town, their 
Property and their lives, “Shortly af- 
ter your appointment to the force you 

roceeded to your carcer. of crime.

David Henderson, Dr. Barr 
and others told of tons of franked lit- 
erature being sent to their ridings, 
and George Taylor pointed out that 
this literature was not 
through the Ottawa city postoffice, so 
that the postmaster was directly re- 
sponsible. - 

Mr. Lemieux said franking after the 
session was wrong. In the case of 
campaign literature sent to his own 
County of Gaspe, he had paid the 
postage out of his own pocket. _ 

In reply to a question he said’ that. 
even Ministers of the crown had no 
right to transfer their frank to other 
partics. He promised to have the 
whole matter investigated.

In the case of 
campaign literature sent to his own

postage out of his own pocket. 

In reply to a question he said’ that 
even Ministers of the crown had no 
right to transfer their’ frank to other 
partics.
